belief, after a study of the crop out- 
look, that these crops have the best 
chance to make good here. 


The association will hold another 


meeting at the court house next Wed- 
nesday afternoon at 2 o'clock for a 
further discussion of the crops and to 
make plans for seed and plants. Ev- 
eryone who is interested in the pro- 
duction of these crops, or other truck 
crops in this section should attend the 
meeting and hear the full discussion. 


The truck crops produced here will

"An intelligent growing of crops 


that is the studying of the soil by the 
farmers and determining which soil 
is best adapted to a particular crop, is 
the keynote of farming. The farmer 
who begins the year looking for relief 
help from the government will not get 
anywhere in his chosen field. The far- 
mer who spends three months plant- 
ing and harvesting cotton while his 
expenses go on 12 months will end in 
the poor house. It is the farmer who 
makes his land yield a crop practi- 
cally every month and plants cover 
crops for the colde months who will 
be an asset to his community 
and 


country. A sane method of truck far- 
ming will place a farmc on his feet 
in a short time, but careful thought 
must be given to his work. 


"When the farmers awake to their 


advantages, strive for better methods 
and ideas and when the business men 
and the farmers have complete co- 
operation, then farming wil be on a 
paying basis, Lowthorp concluded.
